Month,  invisible  in  North  America;  visible  at  Cape 
Horn  and  the  South  Pacific  Ocean. 


VENUS. 

Venus  will  be  Morning  Star  until  the  10th  of  Seventh 
Month,  then  Evening  Star  the  remainder  of  the  year. 


MERCURY. 

Mercury  will  be  brightest  about  the  27th  of  First 
Month,  24th  of  Fifth  Month,  and  18th  of  Ninth  Month, 
at  which  times  it  will  likely  be  visible,  being  then  in 
the  east  just  before  sunrise.  It  will  again  be  brightest 
about  the  6th  of  Fourth  Month,  4th  of  Eighth  Month, 
and  30th  of  Eleventh  Month,  when  it  will  be  in  the 
west  immediately  after  sunset.

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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

I.  The  astronomical  calculations  in  this  work  are 
made  to  true  clock  time.  The  effects  of  Refraction,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  latest  improved  Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the 
Equation  of  Time,  have  both  been  applied  to  the  times 
of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting;  so  that  the  Almanac 
and  a  good  Clock  will  agree  the  year  round. 

II.  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the 
rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Stars; 
but  more  accurately  by  the  Sun  (or  the  southing  of  the 
Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star),  anywhere  on  or  near  the  40th  de¬ 
gree  of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a 
fixed  Star,  may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  sub¬ 
tracting,  or  backward  by  adding  4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  day  of  24  hours  begins  at  midnight, 
and  morning  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight 
till  noon ;  and  afternoon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from 
noon  till  midnight.  This  should  be  remembered  care¬

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expressions  of  regard,  were 
in  reality  ungrateful  and 
grasping.  A  visit  to  his  Irish 
estates  preluded  Penn’s  sec¬ 
ond  expedition  to  the  New 
World.  His  family  went 
with  him  to  America,  though 
rather  from  necessity  than 
choice.  Penn’s  residence  in 
the  colony  was  more  bene¬ 
ficial  to  the  colonists  than  to 
himself.  He  suggested,  he 
promoted,  many  reforms; 
above  all,  he  inculcated  and 
gave  the  example  of  that  hu¬ 
mane  spirit  in  which  he  was 
so  far  before  his  age.  He 
branded  as  iniquitous  negro 
slavery,  and  to  the  aged,  the 
sick,  and  the  destitute  he  was 
a  bountiful  almoner.  In  1701 
he  returned  to  England,  and, 
being  encumbered  with  debts, 
endeavored  to  negotiate  the 
sale  of  Pennsylvania  to  the 
crown  for  £12,000.  This  ne¬ 
gotiation  was  interrupted  in 
1712,  through  his  being  at¬ 
tacked  by  an  apoplectic  fit, 
which,  happening  twice  after¬ 
wards,  greatly  impaired  his 
mental  faculties.  He  sur¬ 
vived  for  six  years  longer,  but

lowest  depression  low  water.  The  duration  of  high  and 
low  water,  without  apparent  change  of  level,  is  known  as 
the  stand;  and  the  cessation  of  the  ebb  and  flood  streams, 
or  tidal  currents,  is  called  slack  water.  The  popular  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  tide,  as  depending  on  the  law  of  grav¬ 
itation,  is  sufficiently  simple.  If  the  earth  be  conceived 
to  be  wholly  or  in  a  great  degree  covered  with  water, 
and  subject  to  the  attraction  of  the  sun,  the  force  of 
which  is  inversely  as  the  square  of  the  distance,  it  will 
be  obvious  that,  while  the  whole  earth  will  fall  towards 
the  sun  with  a  velocity  proportioned  to  the  aggregate 
attraction  upon  its  solid  portions,  the  water  neai’est  to  the 
sun  being  accelerated  with  a  greater  force,  will  approach 
the  sun  more  rapidly  than  the  solid  core;  it  will  thus 
run  from  all  sides  into  a  protuberance  beyond  the  form 
of  equilibrium  of  the  earth’s  attraction  and  rotation, 
until  the  pressure  of  the  elevated  mass  equals  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  attraction  of  the  sun.  Moreover,  a  similar  pro¬ 
tuberance  will  be  formed  on  the  side  opposite  to  the  sun, 
since  the  particles  of  water,  being  solicited  by  a  less 
force  than  the  solid  core,  will  fall  more  slowly  towards  the 
sun,  and,  as  it  were,  remain  behind.  The  same  consid¬ 
erations  hold  good  in  regard  to  the  attraction  of  the  moon 
upon  the  earth,  and  the  waters  surrounding  it.  As  a 
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Janets’  Places  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination. 
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necessary  consequence  of  the 
elevation  of  the  water  in  the 
regions  nearest  to  and  most 
remote  attracting  body,  there 
must  be  a  corresponding  de¬ 
pression  below  the  mean  level 
of  the  sea  at  points  distant 
90°  from  the  vertices  of  the 
protuberances,  or  at  the  sides 
of  the  earth,  as  seen  from  the 
sun  or  moon.  The  high  tides 
are  two  great  waves  or  swells 
of  small  height,  butextending 
each  way  through  half  a  right 
angle;  these  waves  follow  the 
moon  in  its  monthly  motion 
round  the  earth,  while  the 
earth,  turning  on  its  axis, 
causes  any  given  place  to 
pass  through  each  of  these 
swells  and  the  intervening 
depressions  in  a  lunar  day, 
or  24  hours  50  minutes.  At 
new  and  full  moon,  when  the 
sun’s  and  moon’s  actions  con¬ 
spire,  the  tides  are  highest, 
and  are  called  spring  tides; 
but  at  the  first  and  last  quar¬ 
ters  of  the  moon  the  action 
on  one  body  tends  to  coun¬ 
teract  that  of  the  other,  and 
the  tides,  both  at  ebb  and 
flow,  are  smallest,  and  are 
called  neap  tides.
